(From our Regular Correspondent.) 
Letter from South Clear Creek. 
SPanisH Baw, Oct. 24th, 1860, 
Editors of the Mountaineer ; 

The discovery of two streaks, which 
[ perceive but few of your correspondents 
have ever been so unfortunate as to find, or 
they have aaid but little about it, and 
thinking it may be profitable to some and 
mjurious to none, I will endeavor to de- 
scribe my new discovery. I Jeft Spanish 
Bar District some few days ago, for the 
purpose of going to the valley to recruit 
my health, and having heard various re- 
ports from the mining districts on South 
Clear Creek, on my way down I thought 
I would stop and learnaf those reports 
were true. 

I firat stopped at Grass Valley Bar, and 
found the industrious miners hard at work; 
so much so that I thought they must be do- 
ing well, but before leaving the bar I came 
across a gentletiian who had spent the sea- 
son there. I asked him how the mines 
were paying, and be said there wag a 
streak running along Grass Valley Bar 
that paid well; “but,” says he, “ there is 
another streak running through here that 
will soon rob a fellow of his grub and send 
him out prospecting, and I’m going to start 
in a few days.” That was my first intro- 
duction on my way down, to the two 
streaks, 

The weather being warm and pleasant, 
I journeyed slowly down, endeavoring to 
stop at all the mining districts, which I 
believe I did ; and generally on my first 
conversation they would commence telling 
me of their good prospects and how well 
they were doing; but to save me, before 
I could get away, some poor, unfortunate 
fellow would tell me that he had been on 
that other streak, and so, Mr. Editor, be- 
fore getting to the valley I became perma- 
nently of the opinion that there are two 
streaks which we have to contend against, 
in the Rocky Mountains, and I believe 
many of the miners will bear me out in 
that assertion should some of your corres- 
pondents dispute it. And I for one, can- 
not wonder at so many coming to the 
mines this last season, and leaving before 
trying their Juck. In fact they had heard 
the reports of pans full of rich dirt, or, in 
fact, partly full, always of large lumps 
and fine nuggets; and from such rumors 
many have left their homes under excite- 
ment, and on arriving at the mountains 
and not finding them all their imagination 
pictured to them before getting here, they 
would become discodraged, somewhat ex- 
cited, and would leave the mountains 
worse frightened than when ‘they left 
home. Consequently, I think it necessary 
that every one who writes for the news- 
papers should hold up both sides of the 
picture, so that the public can take a gen- 
eral view of what the miners call the ele- 
phant; for I have heard some of them say 
they thought they had seen where the old 
fellow had camped. bey 

My trip to the valley being short, I will 
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though I would have them consider well 
what I haye written, befote trying experi- 
ments. ldon’t pretend to say that I re- 
gret coming to the Rocky Mountains, for 
I believe the country is all we cauld ex- 
pect, when we view it rightly, A few 
words iv reference to the present appear- 
ance of things in Spanish Bar District, 
and then I will close for the present— 
Times look as prosperous here as E ever 
saw them, though we are surrounded by 
uncertainties. Capt. George Barber's 
quartz mill of twelve stamps, has been 
running five or six days, and he thinks he 
has lost considerable gold owing to his 
copper-plates not having been in use long 
enough to do good service; though to-day 
he says they are doing fine: There have 
been quite a number of leads discoveref 
in this district the past season, and good 
judges of quartz think them extremely 
rich, but it cannot be expected that they 
will all pay well; and if one tenth of 
them pay, it is destined to be one amongst 
the richest districts that has been discov- 
ered on the eastern slope 

The weather has been fine with the ex- 
ception of some wind and cool nights.

‘A country misruled is worse than a 
country uoruled,’ 18 a saying on the Con- 
tinent of Europe, among the advocates of 
all forms of government, whether mon- 
archial, aristocratic, o1 democratic. Pike's 
Peak may almost as well be withont any 
government ag to be in the condition jn 
which she now js. First, the strong, pro- 
tecting arm of the United States was sup- 
posed to’ be stretched over her, but was 
soon found to be a hase delusion, in the 
matter of affording any benefit to those 

_within the limits of the Territory. Next 
the t Provisional Government?’ arose, os- 
tensibly to protect the lives, honor and 
Property of the citizens, but really to give 
office anù position to a set of broken-down 
pohticians and distinction-seekers from the 
States. A few among thase flected under 
the ‘order from chaos?’ arrangement of 
last year are worthy men, but the great 

Majority are pohtical charlatans and de- 
cayed loafers, or elso in the chaste veirnac- 
ular of this country, ‘don’t amount to a 
row of pus.’ In addition to this we have 
had the laws of Kansas brought to bear 
upon us; but these, while they have come 

‘in collision with the Provisional Goyern- 
ment, have proved{moperative and void.

Naw Express to the River. 

We were at Denver on Saturday last, 
when the people of that moral and relig- 
ious city marched to the; Past Office to 
arrest Mr. McLure, who had refused to 
recognize the city government, und defied 
ts officers. Nearly a thousand men, all 
of ‘them armed, were gathered in front of 
the office prepared to fight to the last.—

General West: I. 

Early in the month that has just follow- 
ed ita predecessors into the tomb of the 
past, your correspondent conceived the 
iden that in the absence of more lucrative 
employment, [owing to certain natural 
causes not necessary to enumerate] ıt 
would be well for him to arm himself with 
pick and shovel, cumber his shoulders with 
a pack heavier than the one that poor 
Christian ‘toted’ to the ‘ flowing river’ 

“beyond whose floods were the celestial 
fields, and strike out into some new dis- 
tricts and over [if possible] some ‘ undis- 
covered country’ where the profane foot 
of thé ‘prospector’ had never penetrated, 

F In pursuance of this laudable design, I 
left the metropolitan scenes of Gold Hill 
and descended the mountain into the rural 
district known in geographical circles as 

Boulder City. Early the next morning, 
climbing the long hill south-west of the 
‘city > which has norival along the valley 
range for steepness and extent save the 
first road to Gregory, I was ‘leaning out? 
with a will for Nevada City. -There is 

i little along the road, whch passes by 

Deadwood Diggings—now ‘dead? indeed 

—to deserve notice, except the fine, open 

glades or parks, where grass of the best 

quality flourishes in luxuriance, the moun- 
tain Lakes; the springs of glovious water; 
and the occasional groves of fine timber. 

The intervening space between the termi- 


ni of my day’s journey had lessened grad- 
ually, and dusk found me at friend Cor- 


son’s toll-gate, thirty miles from morning's 
camp. 

Ihad not visited Gregory since July, 
and confess that I was not prepared for 
the change that so short a time had made 
‘in and about’ these diggings, which the 
next morning’s sun and a brisk trot ‘here 
and there’ served to revealto me, But of 
these another time; I will only stop to no- 
tice a new feature in the history of man’s 
imitation of the Creator’s work—and no 
man can walk from the toll-gate to the 
Black Hawk Mill without being struck 
forcibly that Spring Gulch and the quartz 
mills had been conspiring to get up a min- 


k ature Platte River and had succeeeed most 


admirably; the same waste of sand-bars, 

F streaked with rapid and ever-shifting chan- 
nels—the same treacherous quick-sands— 

} thè same willow patches half buried in 
sand that you see along the Great Nebras- 
ka, or ‘ Big Shallow,’ as the Indians call it. 
With a gentleman whe had tramped 
over.the mountains with me last year— 
when we penetrated to the sources of the 
Cache la Poo [for short] and Larimie, and 
among the fastnessés of Upper ‘Thompson 
and St*Vrain—I left Gregary for the head 
waters of main Clear Creek. Merely pre- 
mising that we arrivéd in Union District 
hefore night—a distance of sixteen miles 
—let me, by way of digression, give you 
a brief synopsis of the districts lying to 
westward of Gregory, and their location. 
Away up under the perpetual frown of 
the Range, to the north-west, lies tho Wis- 
consin District, where a number of leads 
have been recently discovered. Coming

En passant L may remark. that thaswaller 


of Clear Creek, from the mouth of Fall 
River to the ‘forks,’ ten miles, is a contin- 
ual succession of ‘bars, or small benches 
of gravelly soil, affording fine pasturage, 


facilities for mill sites and large settle- 


ments,and an easy, natural grade for roads, 
which, combined with the rich quartz leads 
that intersect the contiguous mountain 
slopes, give ita prominence possessed by 
no other stream in the mountains. Let 
Golden Cit-izens reccollect this fuct, and 
see that capital be directet in a proper 
channel, over good water grade roads next 
spring. 

Now, then, of Union District, as this 


was to be the first field of exploration.— 


The ‘Covode Mouutain’ proved to be the 
richest portion of the district. (Chis high 
mil, from the sumnrfit of which a road can 
be constructed at slight expense to the 


creek, appears to be one great store house 


of metallic wealth; it is traversed by nu- 


merous silver and gold leads, among 


which are the Oquawka, Arizoniu, Capt. 
White’s and Mammoth, We next turned 
our attention to the hills lying between 
this hill and the ‘Range,’. consisting of a 
heavily wooded slope. Here we entered 
the ‘huckleberry’ region, which extends 
from six to ten miles in width along the 
foot of the Range, from Clear Creek to St. 
Vidin’s and as fur up the slope of the 
rugged hills that wrap white turbans about 
their brows in summer, as any vegetation 
dare venturé. The bushes are all of the 
dwarf variety, never more than four inches 
high, but in their season bear a bountiful 
trop, covering the ground with a purple 
mat. You were remembered, Wrst, and

Finding throughout this extent of coun- 
try between the Covode and the Range, 
no silver or gold quaitz blossom, we com- 
menced.the ascent of the highest peak of 
the Range, north of Clear Creek; this we 
did to ascertain the character of the racks 
macadamizing its slopes, and if perchance, 
the silver belt extended so far west. A 
long climb enabled us to reach the first 
patch of snow—now solid ice, however— 
where we took dinner, the stream formed 
by the melting glazier furnishing us, with 
ice water, The rocks we found to con- 
sist of micacious granite, with occasional 
masses of white quartz, and a conglomer- 
ate not often seen—white quartz and 
sheets of mica. 

This Union District is great for political 
names. They have a Covode, a Lincoln, 
and a Douglas mountan; and some of the 
leads bear the names of Hamlin, and 
Lane, and Bell, if I mistake not. There- 
fore, the Captain and I took a bucket of 
ice water [we hadn’t anything else] to 
represent the purity of our principles, and 
proceeded to the summit of the peak, 
where, on the cloud-splitting hight, ia full 
view of the Middle Park, the plains and a 
surrounding ‘chaos of mountain peaks,’ 
we proceeded to christen ‘ Breckinridge 
Peak '—and then, the wind being too cool 
for comfort, we ‘left it alone in its glory,’ 
proudly pre-eminent among its rivals. 

Descending the northern slope we came 
upon a stand-pojnt which gave us a full 
view of the sources of Mill Creek—the 
wildest and yet the grandest landscape I 


shave beheld in the mountains. A crescent 


of old anaw archoa nlang the aummigt of n 
depression in the Range; below this, 


streaked, and stained, and corrugated, are 
the beetling cliffs, which terminate in a ba- 
sin, covered all over with tiny Jakes—the 
stream meandering from lake to lake, and 
from cliff to cliff, and occasionally falling 
over a ledge of rough rocks in beautiful 
cascades, until at last it emerges from its 
‘pent up Utica’ to go dashing away throngh 
groves of aspen and pine down the moun- 
tain gorges. 

Turning castward we came upon a pla- 
teau of level land, at the base of the 
peak, where a novel spectacle met our 
view. Here the contest between the storms 
and the forest had culminated, and the el- 
ements had conquered. The plateau was 
covered with dead and weather-beaten 
pines of considerable size, all with ‘tops 
to the rising and roots to the setting sun.’ 
A few scattering trees retained a feeble 
vitality, upon the verge of the green tim- 
ber, but every step westward dwarfed 
their stutue, until, of the growing pimes, 
a trunk eighteen inches across at the sur- 
face of the ground only aspired to seng its 
branches three feet high; then the limbs 
were like vines along the ground; then 
vegetation ceased und colored pebbles be- 
came the only Be flowers that blossomed in 
the waste’, As the old line Abolitionists 
wore the only party slighted in Union, we 
maghithimously termed this plateau ‘Atnal- 
gamation Flats.’ 

Returning to the place of beginning by a 
circuitous route, we sutisfied ourselves 
that we were outside the ‘belt, and that 
no very astonisying discoveries would be 
made in that portion of the district. ‘Ten 
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The remainder of the week was ‘put in” 
prospecting in the districts further down 
the creek, and the result of our observa- 
tions led us to ‘take stock’ extensively in 
Morris, Iowa and Lincoln Districts, and 
to entertain full confidence in the value of 
the investment: The Jeads in this region 
appear to be a continuation of the Gregory 
belt, and prospect very well, In point of 
natural conveniences for water and mill 
facilities, either district is far ahead of Ne- 
vada. I predict lively times along Clear 
Creek next season. In each of these dis- 
tricts lead claims, when recorded, become 
real estate. 

Fiom the symmit of Gold Hill, a very 
tempting portion of conntry, consisting of 
low mountains interspersed with lakes and 
guiches, can be seen lying along the head 
waters of the Boulders, and muny a time 
has the sight invited me to a closer inspec- 
tion of charms to which distance and the 
hazy atmosphere of summer had Jent en- 
chantment. Then, again, I had heard of 
rich Jeads traversing that region of long, 
flat guiches, of great hills of burnt quartz, 
Now, whilst ‘i? the vein '—whilst [tabas 
skies were auré—whilst clear days and 
cloudless nights invited us to eschew tents 
and the habitations of man for the fiee air 
of a glorious Rocky Mountain October— 
how was it possible for Swixrav to resist

Therefore, leaving Capt. White to look 
around Juincolny and associating miysel( 
with Jim Reynolds, I was soon en route 
for the Dorado Thad heen led to believe 
existed between the Boulders. The frst, 
day’s travel brought me to the Gold Dirt, 
the best lead, perhaps, that has yet been 
discovered in the mountains. This is lo- 
ented on the mountain between Lump and 
Gambel's Gulches, pointing down to the. 
latter, upon which are now erected three 
steam quartz mills, all in successfel aper- 
ation. Some of the shafty have reached 
the: depth of 70 feet, as yet without the 
aid of pawder, and without trouble from.

Several other leans have been partially 
operied, but only one, the Surprise, run- 
ning parallel and but a short distance 
away—has proved to be rich.

mand, and are exten, not only by French- 
men, of whom we have a large population, 
but by Americans, They are not bad to 
take, They are so good, indesd, that few 
articles of animal food are better, No 
flesh or fia can be more cleanly and pure, 
scarcely any has a nicer flavor. Its taste 
is between that of brook tront and some 
delicate bird. In preparing frogs for eat- 
ing, the largest are used and only the hind 
quarters. J'hey are skinned like eels and 
broiled, fried or fricageed. For invalids 
thay are more delicate than chicken, as 
nice as the smaller birds. Why should 
not the poor enjoy a costly luxury, for 
which the rich pay s handsome price; for 
plentiful as frogs are in some localities, 
they are among our most expensive luxu-
